It is estimated that, with filling: in, for the 
land has yet to be made, the entire cost will 
amount to over $1,500,000. 

The scheme was first made. 8 when 
several South Side business-men approached 
Ge C. Walker, who holds the riparian 
rights to that territory, and asked him to 
sell, This he refused to do at first, but later 
he was again approached. Preliminary 
plans then were drawn up and a bill was in- 
troduced by Senator May. Yesterday the 
last of the preliminary steps, save the pass- 
ing of the bill, was taken, and the company 
was incorporated as the Chicago Aquatic 
Park and Exhibition company, with.a nom- 
inal capital of $50,000. incorporators 
are as follows:

The club, according to its leading mem- 
bers, has reached a crisis. The election is 


not regarded as finally settling all the in- | 
ternal disturbing questions. The anonymous 


letter and general club politics are features

in these questions. While the meeting yes- 
terday was behind closed doors, many evi- 
dences of its character leaked out. 

A prominent member came down-stairs 
late in the afternoon from the meeting and 
sank into one of the easy chairs in the parlor. 

“TI feel hardly able to go home.“ she said. 
There is so much going on up there the 
‘women have almost lost their heads. Busi- 
ness should go no further today, the mem- 
bers are completely exhausted.“ 8 

Still. the session continued until nearly 7 
o'clock in the evening. When the 200 women 
who had staid to the bitter end came out 
they declared themselves utterly unable to 
say what had been done.

The fire started in the lower part of the 
elevator, and was carried through one ot 
the grain conveyors to the top floors. When 
it was discovered flames were ‘coming 
through the roof. 
The first gall for firemen was followed al- 
most immediately by a 4-1 alarm.

The building 
burned fiercely and the great heat gave the 
firemen a hard fight. It soon was apparent 
that the elévator was doomed, and as the

tend its operations beyond the city, and the 
operations of the Filipino commanders could 


| not be met.. 


He then narrated the movements of Agui- 
naldo in recruiting his army, securing sup- 
plies and equipment, and establishing his 
capital, and gave an account of the unsuc- 
cessful attempts of the native army to drive 
the American forces out of the city.

NEW COMET PLAINLY VISIBLE. 


Astronomers at Yerkes Observatory Say 
It Can Be Seen Just Before Sunrise 
and Just After Sunset. 


Elkhorn, Wis., April 27. tape al. I— The 
new comet was ‘observed at the 
servatory of the University of Chicago at 
Williams Bay this morning by Professor E. 
B. Frost, who was assisted by F. R. Sullivan. | 
The comet was about 15° north of the sun. 
and appeared above the horizon some twenty 
minutes before sunrise. Although the sky 
was then quite light .the celestial visitor 
showed prominently, fading away in the 
growing light and becoming invisible about 
fifteer minutes after sunrise. It was of 
orange color, with two streamers or tails 
showing distinctly though the head or nu- 
cleus was faint. Unfortunately, it was too 
low in the sky to be observed with the forty- 
inch telescope, and the sky was too bright 
for the use of the twelve-inch telescope. 

Professor Frost had hopes to obtain some 
spectroscopic observation to test the theory 
recently advanced that when a comet has 
more than one tail each one is of a differ- 
ent . substance. It is apparently moving 
rapidly in a northeasterly direction, having. 
passed the sun. e its discovery a few 
days ago. 

At this rate ot motion it should have been 
visible at sunset this evening. but the west- 
ern sky was obscured by a bank of clouds, 
which prevented observation. 

The comet is. plainly visible to the naked 
eye, and is the brightest which has appeared 
for nineteen years. Were it not so close to 
the sun it would be exceedingly. prominent. 
Its closeness to the sun is undoubtedly what 
has prevented its discovery before this. 
Whether it has reached the nearest point or 
not is a question’ which has not yet been de- 
termined. 

Two comets are due this year, Encke’s and 
Devicos’, and the latter should reach its 
perihelion at about this time, but both were 
small telescopic comets, “oh it is not eer:

PARIS, April 19.—Great attention is being 
paid to the organization of the International 
Assembly of Academicians, which opened 
Sunday with a congress of savants from all 
over the world, the first congress of the kind 
ever held. Count de Franqueville of the 
French Academy of Sciences, Morals, and 
Politics, and President of the five classes 
which compose.the French Institute, pre- 
sides over the congress. Eighteen French 
and foreign corps of savants are represented. 
They include the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
Amsterdam; the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
Prussia; the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
Letters, and Arts, Brussels; the Hungarian 
Academy of Sciences, Buda-Pesth; the

The special object of the new 
organization will be to prepare the scientific 
work proposed by each academy and to 
facilitate scientific relations between the’ 
different countries of the world. 

President Loubet and the members of his 
Cabinet will receive the savants with honor, 
and a magnificent banquet will, be. given 


them at the city hall. 


Tolstoi Center of Interest. 
Paris is much more occupied with Tolsto! 


and his communications than in the question 


of Manchuria. A delegation has been sent 
over to present a floral offering to his daugh- 


ter, Mme. Soukhotire, who is at present at 


Rome with her husband. Tolstol continues 
to write despite his great age, his daughter 
informed the delegation. He Is now occu- 
pied with his great work, commenced ten 
years ago, Hadji Murat, which is a dramatic 
history of the chief of the tribe of moun- 
taineers with which Russia battled fifty 
years ago in the Caucasian Mountains. 
stol, Mme. Soukhotire says, composes 
difficulty. Like Mohtalgne and Balzac, he 
puts away, corrects; and rewrites a work 
many times before allowing it to be seen by 
the publishers to their great despair. For- 
merly the Countess Tolstol, his devoted wife, 
copied his manuscripts and made at least 
seven copies of Anna Karienne before it was 
published.

M'GOVERN’S "FRISCO DEBUT,

Everything, with the exception of the date, 
has been arranged for the bringing off of the 
heavyweight championship battle between 
Jim Jeffries and Gus Ruhlin. After being 
thrown down in Cincinnati William Brady 
and William Madden, the respective man- 
agers of the men, were in doubt as to wheth- 
er or not the battig would ever take place. 
Brady, who is up to his neck in theatricals, 
seemingly dropped the matter after the Ohio 
courts killed all prospects of the fight ever 
being pulled off in that State, and left the 
affair in the hands of Jeffries, Billy Delaney, 
and Madden. 8 

Delaney, who was traveling with the cham- 
pion, left Chicago for San Francisco about 
six weeks ago to see what arrangements 
could be made with regard to having the 
contest take place on the coast. Nothing 
direct has been heard from Delaney since 
then, but the supposition is his trip was suc- 


cessful, as when Jeffries and Ruhlin met in 


St. Louis recently they signed a new set of 


’ articles virtually the same as the old, or first 


set, and agreed to fight several months 
hence. The battle ground was not named in 
the agreement, but as San Francisco ap- 
peared to be the only available city in the 
union, from a monetary point of view. it 
was not a difficult guessing question where 
the contest would take place. 

Madden, however, communicated with 
club managers in Connecticut, San Francis- 
co, and Memphis asking for bids for the 
fight. Connecticut did not respond, and 
Memphis did not see its way clear, which 
jeft San Francisco boss of the situation, and 
being aware of that fact the National Sport- 
ing club offered Madden 60 per cent of the 


. §ross receipts and two railroad tickets for 
the contest. Madden, however. held out for 


70 per cent, and later accepted 65 per cent 
and $500 for expenses, the battle to take 
place in July. 3 
That is the situation of the heavyweight 
Championship at present. What it will de 
next week or next month is beyond me. In- 
terest in the fight has waned and it will take 
considerable press work to revive it—that is, 
east of the Rocky Mountains. 7 
Madden and Ruhlin were anxious to have 
the fight take place in June, but rather than 
have the match fall through they permit- 
ted the champion to set the date. Jeffries, 


It will be remembered, injured his knee while | 


in training in Cincinnati, and when he signed 
the new set of articles he said his knee 
would require at least six weeks of careful 


nursing before it would become strong 


enough to enable him to engage in a fight. 
Madden, anxious to clinch the match, raised 
no objections and permitted Jeff to set his 
own time. 

Ruhlin and his sparring partner Denver 
Ed” Martin, have been giving boxing: ex- 
hibitions in St. Louis, Cleveland, and Detroit,

AND BEGIN FISHING. 


Bass Lakes of indiana Already Attract- 
ing Many Chicago Anglers—Trout 
Streams in Wisconsin Far Better 
Stecked than Any Time Within Ten 

” Years—Michigan One af the Hest 
‘Spots in the Country—Growth of the 


dane Preserve Ideas | 


[BY k. HOUGH.) | 


As the first of May approaches even the 
most ardent spring shooter becomes willing | 
to lay aside his gun and let his thoughts 
turn lightly to questions of rod and reel. As 


a matter of fact, many shooters have had an 
abundance of what they call sport even as 


late as the first of May, although by that 


time the jacksnipe are in some instances al- 
‘most ready to begin laying their eggs. — 
Without question the best of the plover 


shooting is to be found just after the law 


closes the season. In the new order of sports- 
menship belonging to the beginning of 
this century, there are few advanced spofts- 


men who would nct be glad to see even a 


stricter game law in all Western States in 
regard to spring shooting, and indeed even 
among those who seem unable to resist the 
temptation to go out with the shotgun along 
in the early spring there are few who, after 
it is all over, are not willing to admit 
that it is a good thing to abolish spring 
shooting. Indeed, the excuse of the spring 
shooter is that all the other fellows do it 
‘nnd that he must also if he is to get any 
chance. This human and childish plea has 


been offered in extenuation in three-fourths 


of all the destructive early shooting which 
has done so much to cut down the supply 
of Western wild fowl. | 
Be these things as they may, it is illegal to 
shoot, and as the weather becomes so fine 
that one must go out and kill something, 
even if it be but a fish, the plans current look 
towards finny matters, and the exodus of this 
week from Chicago is not toward the West 


and Southwest in search of feathery game, 


but principally toward the North into the 
fishing regions of Wisconsin. The bass lakes 
of Indiana have already taken their toll from 
Chicago early fishers, and from now on there 
will be many parties visiting the Fox Lake 
region with success, depending altogether 
upon the state ot the weather. | 

Trout Fishing at Its Best. | 
The proper concern of the all-round angler 
now ts trout fishing. The trout fishing in 
Wisconsin and Michigan is better today than 
ft was ten years ago. At the end of the last 
decade we were seeing the closing of a great 
many destructive lumbering operations in 
the north woods, and the ways of the lumber- 
ing camps extended into every particular and 


| colored the whole life of the rude region 


about them. Nobody cared much for game 
laws. Everybody killed his deer in the red 
coat when he liked and caught his trout the 
year round. As a result there was not a 
trout brook in all Wisconsin which did not 
have a well beaten path along it at any sea- 
son of the year, legal or illegal. = 
The angler who went into that count 


after trout was regaled chiefly with stories | 


of how the fishing used to be ten years ago. 
or what Bill Jones did in the wet spring of 
'60. Then came the gradual reaction, not a 
thorough reaction nor sweeping in its nature, 
but one productive of much good. The es- 
tablishment of summer resort hotels brought 
in a certain amount of city sportsmen, not 
one of them any better or any less selfish 
than the local nien, but all of them apt to 
be insistent upon getting a certain run for 
their money. 
There slowly dawned upon the minds of the 
local men that it might be well to preserve 
part of the fish and game for the purpose of 
selling to the fellows who came up into the 
‘woods well supplied with long green. Thus 


| the respect of the game laws was based upon 


selfishness, as indeed all game laws are, and 
the observance of such laws, slack and loose 


‘at first, has become more general and more 


strict from year to year. Meantime the Fish 
commission has gone on stocking a great 


many of the Wisconsin streams, so that to- 


day in any of a dozen streams one can have 
much better sport than he could a dozen 
years ago. 
Some of the Favored Streams. 
Among the streams which were good last 
year, and which ought to turn out a fair 
amount of trout this year, and which are 
located a night’s run north of here, are the 
Fence, Paint, and the Menominee Brule, or 
the lower Brule. The Fence is a fairly early 


stream, and the Paint is about the same. 


The Brule is a June stream. The Prairie 


River is one of the earliest of the Wisconsin 


streams, following the White River and 
Wautoma Creek, near Princeton. The lower 
Brule River should not be confounded with 
the Bois Brule, the upper Brule, whiéh emp- 
ties into Lake Superior waters, the same 
stream which was ormerly used by that 
hardy Canadian voyageur, D’Lhut, in his 


woods wanderings of more than two centu- 


ries ago. There was a canoe trail up the 
rapid Brule, thence over a portage into the 
St. Croix, which took one into the head- 
waters of the Father of Waters. Splendid 
fishing for trout must these ancient wan- 


derers have had if they cared forit. Their 


canoes left no trace on the country, and to- 
day the upper Brule is as lovable and nearly 
as full of trout as it was 200 years ago, albeit 
its shores are now nearly altogether occu- 
pied by clubhouses and private preserves. | 
The streams which flow into Lake Superior 
hold of the average heavier trout than the 
waters tributary to the Mississippi or Lake 
Michigan system. There are numerous short 
and bold streams on either side of Hough- 
ton, Mich., which offer splendid trout fishing, 
usually better later in the season. In these 
days of game preserves most of these better 


‘streams are being taken up by clubs, or by 


wealthy individuals, who shut out the gen- 
eral public. We are getting game protec- 
tion In rather larger doses in this Western 
country right now than the general public 
could wish, but the gentle reminder of the 
rich man to the poor man reads to the ef- 
fect that there is nobody holding him fram 
getting rich, too, if he wants to, and if one 
gets rich he can buy his own shooting pre- 
serves and his own trout stream. |. 
One of the prettiest preserved streams in 
Wisconsin is the Pine River, which rene 
about eighteen miles from Waupaca. This 
stream is controlled by a resident of Mil- 
Waukee who has always been liberal with 
his friends and who has maintained a pri- 
vate hatchery whose fish are free to go into 


the adjacent waters if they like. The Pine 


is a lovable stream, though it is too deep to

As 
a matter of fa however, May moving has 
deen in progress in Chicago for two weeks 
already, and will hardly be done with befpre! 
the second week in May. 

These figures on moving charges are low. 
Few occupants of flats will be able to hire a 
moving van under $8; where a person de- 
sires.to move from the far North Side to 
the South Side, or from either of these see- 
tions to Oak Park, he may have to pay from 
$25 to $200, according to the size of his resi- 
dence and the weight and value of his fur- 
niture. It is also of some consideration to 
mark well the firm which is’ to do vour 
moving. 

Moving household goods may approach an 
art, and the ordinary expressman knows 
little more about it than he does of casting 
the bones of a dinosaur. He and his as- 
sistants can put any piece you have into a 
wagon and drive with it and a dozen others 
to the proper address. But often when he 
is done there is work for a furniture polisher 
for two days afterward, and then the front 
of a dresser may not be what it was before. 


In general, there are furniture movers and 
‘furniture movers. There are many men who 
move furniture, but oomparatively few fur- 
niture movers. From the storage and van 
company which does little but care for furni- 
ture in the absence of householders down to 
the corner expressman who will contract to 
move the contents of a seven-room flat there 
fis a wide stretch. 

In Wabash’ avenue, near Twelfth street, 
is a big storage warehouse which contracts 
for the moving of most of the people who live 
in Chicago's most fashionable neighbor- 
hoods. It does not attempt a job under $25 


or $30, and it may charge as high as $200. 


The last year im Chicago has been no- 


ticeably full ‘of movings to New York,” said 


the manager of this house. We haye sent 
dozens of wealthy households from Chicago 
to the Eastern metropolis since last fall. 


There are others to go, too. They have been 


money spenders in the main. Business 


moves.of one kind or another have taken 


most of them there, but they are losses to 
Chicago, nevertheless.

Nine thou- 
sand, four hundred and thirty-three pianos 
of assorted sizes and tones is an appalling 
possibility in any way they are regarded.

At an average of $5 apiece the piano moving 
bill for Chicago this spring will not be far

ous and complicated. Moreover, it should 
not be forgotten that in India the literary 
tradition seems to be exactly reversed, and 
it is assumed that men naturally crave for 
extinciton or absorption in the absqlute.

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ROM South Chicago to Evanston and 
beyond the lake shore is lined with 
experiments and failures in the at- 
tempt to combat the eroding effects 

of the waters of Lake Michigan. 
Millions have been spent for shore protec- 
tion. Observant marine engineers say that 
the destructive, effects of the lake waters 
are greater than those of the ocean. While 
it is well understood that wave action, esti- 
mated by the size of the waves alone, is 
greater on the sea shore than on the lake 
shore, but the volume is believed to be offset 
by the intensity of action of the lake waves. 
This is due to the shallowness of the water 
and to other causes. No structure has yet 
been devised—though.many have been tried 
and some have been patented—which suc- 
cessfully withstands the action of the waves 
of Lake Michigan. 


Cribs filled with stone and sand 
were first set in the lake at right angle with

‘Engineers find many defects in the sea wall 
and paved beach construction aleng the north 


shore, where more than $1,000,000 has been : 


spent for water front protections. The lake 


shore sea wall was built by driving piles to 
the level of the water and then bullding upon 
‘them great concrete blocks weighing many 
tons to the lineal foot. Brush, bark, clay, 
and other tenacleus materials were filled in 
behind the piles and the concrete wall. 
unforeseen hydraulic action soon: began its 
insidious and destructive work. Thesea wall 
being perpendicular on the lakeward side 
presented am impassable barrier to the 
waves, Coming against it part of the water 
was driven -upward and over the wall and 
the remainder was forced to the bottom, 


creating an undertow and hollewing thesand 


from in front of the sea wall and far below 
the tenacious materials. At the same time 
the water that was thrown over the sea wall 


percolated dowm through the soil, carrying 


the earth back of the sea wall into the lake. 
Nobody knows how many wagon leads of 
filling has been dumped behind the sea wall 
only to be sucked out into the lake by the 
action of the water.

The theory of paved beaches ts that | the 
wave runs up them and exhausts its powers 
without doing damage. On the seashores 
where paved beaches have been constructed 
the beach has been paved as far below ex- 
treme low tide as possible. The incoming 
waves roll up the beach and roll back again, 
spending their force without encountering 
any perpendicular obstacles. Shore pave- 
ments of this sort are called spending 
beaches,“ because they allow the wave to 
spend its force on 71 5 meline.

the water line. As a result, although the 
crest of the wave may rise above the revet- 


ment and lose its force on the spending beach, 1 


the great mass of the wave strikes the révet- 


ment at a right angle and turns downward, / 


creating an undertow which scours the bot- 
tom at the base of the revetment. The ex- 
posure of the wood in the revetment above 
the water to the air must cause dt to rot. 
In addition to these defects, the filtration 
of the sand back of the revetment through 
the Wakefield sheathing, brought about by 
the percolation of the water through the 
paved beach surface, undermines the pave- 
ment, and frequent cavings-in result. 

To make the Wakefield sheathing so close 
that the sand will not escape through it 
seems to be out of the question. An ordi- 
nary knot hole may destroy a section of the 
beach in a week or two, A good-sized nail- 
hole will eventually undermine the beach 
back of it. It seems to be a fact that the 
sand of the lake shore is more quick 


by being rounder than the sharper sand of 


the seashore. Hence it runs more rapidly.

tiger spring and slip. 4 

All the children are worked up to a high 
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pitch when the tiger finally shows himself 
at the cave mouth, demanding Mowgli, who 
has entered there. Every muscle is tense, 
and tiger and wolf look at each other with 
most savage glares. Tabaqui’s attitude be- 
hind Shere Khan is everything becoming a 
eringing jackal. It is remarkable how well

shouldn’t they? When women ride the cross 
saddle the riding master’s occupationis gone,

ifor new writers and look upon each one, till 


jhe is tried and found wanting as the one they 
are seeking. :

The large number of 
small transfers, although they individually 
attract little general attention, is indicative 
of the state of affairs. Brokers and invest- 
ors, satisfied with the slow improvement, are 
not looking for any great rise in prices this 
year, but anticipate a notable rise next 
spring. Rents and prices, they say, may be 
expected to advance considerably in a vear. 
As a result there is more talk of building 
and prospective buyers are looking over the 
ground. All the offices report that inquiries 
are becoming more numerous and are of a 
character to indicate that busi- 
ness. 

For a time there were many who aia not 
credit the announcement that there would 
be a general advance of 5 per cent or more 
in rents this spring. However, now that of- 
fices and flats are let for the coming year, fig- 
ures in the real estate offices show that there 
has been an actual advance, both down-town 
and elsewhere, of 5 per cent. This was, of 
course, brought about by advancing rents 
which had been cut ta especially low figures, 
rather than by anything like a horizontal 
raise all over the city. although the real es- 
tate men hope to be able to put it through 
next spring. 

Members of the Real Estate 8 are 
elated over the passage of the 5 per cent tax 
limit bill by the Legislature. It is confident- 
ly asserted by real estate men that the result 
‘of the limit will be to raise the city’s as- 
sessed valuation from $260,000 to $400,000.

The man is John M. Smyth, head of one of 
the greatest business houses of its kind in 
the country, and a political sage to whom all 
Illinois has looked, time and again. One 
sées a modest self-reliance in the man ata 
first glance. Behind this he sees integrity, 
a power of will not easily to be turned aside, 
tact, and a shrewd horse-sense that wouid 
not fail him in any emergency. He is the 
kind of man to whom men instinctively would 
go for advice. His own cool collectedness 
would be inspiring, while his simplicity of 
utterance would lend weight to any opinion. 

This is John M. Smyth, merchant for him- 
self and politician forhispartyonly. — 

He is of Irish parentage. 
Michael K. Smyth, school teacher and sur- 
veyor at Ballina, County Mayo. His mother 
was Bridget McDonnell Smyth and he was 
born on board a storm-tossed ship which was 
staggering in toward the banks of Newfound- 
land on July 3, 1843. The family settled first 
in Quebec, removing to Montreal later, where 
they lived for five years. In 1848 the family 
moved again, starting for Chicago by way 
of the great lakes. When the vessel was just 
off Kenosha, Wis., another son wés born.to 


the Smyths and named Thomas, afterward to 


become à well known citizen. 

Seon after coming to Chicago the father 
was elected Clerk of the North Town board. 
He died not long afterward, leaving a widow 
to the wupport of the two boys. 

The son John became a newspaper nate 
working from the office of the old Morning 
Post. He had received some training in the 
famous old Kinzie School, under Principal 
Wilder, and he managed to pick up informa- 
tion in addition which is not to be had in 
even the universities. He began to learn 
men. From the position of carrier he be- 
came a printer’s devil in the office of the 
Herald, learned the printer's trade, worked 
upon Long John Wentworth's Democrat, and 
finally upon the PREess AND TRIBUNE. As 
a compositor he had duties to perform in 
what would now be half a dozen different 
departments of THe TRIBUNE. He collected 
bills, lopked after mafling lists, kept books, 
and solicited advertisements, just as emer- 
@encies demanded. 

In 1867 the young man had $250 in cash, a 
fund of activity ‘and energy, and a taste for 
a business of his own. He found a partner 
in Thomas Mitchell, who also had $230, and 
between them they opened a little furniture 
store in West Madison street, Within the 
year Mitchell sold out to Smyth, and the

Through all these business changes - Mr. 
Smyth had been an ardent Republican, lis- | 
tened to in local councils. He cared noth- 
ing for office for himself, but took his part 
in Republican politics because of his devo- 
tion to its principles. His tact and judgment 
and knowledge of men and things were rec- 
ognized by his party, and for years in Ili- 
nois he has been a power in party politics. 
He has never asked office for himself, but 
most frequently has. refused it. 

In 1878 he was elected to the City Council, 
representing the old Ninth Ward, being re- 
elected until 1882. He was a Presidential 
Elector in the Garfield campaign. In the 
Blaine campaign of 1884 he managed the Re- 
publican fight in Chicago and Cook County. 
He also managed the county campaigns in 
1894 and 1896. Mayor Washburne named 
him to the Library board in 1892, and he 

rved there until he resigned in 1895. He 

as been chairman of the County Central 
committee. of the Republican party. He 
has always been a hard worker for Repub- 
licanism, local and national, and he has the 
full confidence of the best elements of his 
party. As a campaign manager he has been 
regarded as successful as he has been in 
business.

The company 
got possession of the building in 1897 after 
foreclosure proceedings which lasted nearly 
three years. There are about 125 apartments 
in the building, with something like 600 
rooms. The first two floors are finished in 
stone and the remajning seven in brick and 
terra cotta. The title passes to the Illinois 
Hotel and Apartment company, incorporat- 
ed a few days ago with $75,000 capital. The 
persons named as incorporators are H. W. 
Letton, A. A. Bliss, and E. J. Stevens. About 
$75,000 is to be expended on the bufiding, 
which will be conducted as a residential hotel.

The history of the Vendome is similar to 
that of other buildings of the same charac- 
ter-erected at the time of the World's Co- 
lumblan Exposition. The stock was large- 
ly subscribed by persons outside of Chicago, 
while the number of stockholders was so 
large that when the suit for foreclosure 
finally came to.trial their names covered 
ten fair-sized printed pages. The impres- 
sion among the subscribers seems to have 
been that as stockholders or members of 
the Vendome club they were entitled to 
rooms and board at reduced rates or free of 
charge.

A light, elevated structure will support the 
ear.

Thus when a car is moving at low speed 
its weight will be on top of the rails, and 
when going at a rapid rate it will be held to 
place by the under set of wheels. |

Efforts to Revive 

the Holy Alliance 
and Unite Europe 
Against America. 


Count Golouchowskt. 


T is a somewhat singular fact that the 
two European statesmen whose names 
‘are the most conspicuously identified 
with the agitation now in progress in the 
Old World against the United States have 
each of them transatlantic affiliations. 
Admiral Canevary, who during the course 
of some bitter anti-American utterances at 
Toulon the other day not merely advocated 
economic warfare by united Europe upon this 
country, but even hinted that the possibility 
of an armed coalition—a hint which causes 
the sober and conservative old Spectator to 


fleet—was, indeed, born on this side of the 
ocean. Of Genoese ancestry, he is a native 
of Peru, a country which his elder brother 
represented as Envoy both in France and in 
England throughout a quarter of a century 
until his death in a railroad accident on the 
Spanish frontier a few months ago. The 
Admiral emignated from Peru as a lad, en- 
tered the Italian navy, in which he rose to 
the rank of Admiral, and has held in turn the 
office of Minister of Foreign Affairs and like- 
wise of Premier of Italy. 

Count Golouchowski, the Polish-born Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs and Chancellor of the 
Austro-Hungarian empire, is ried to a 
woman who has a strong strain of American 
blood in her veins, her grandmother having 
been a Mise Fraser of Philadelphia, who was 
governess to the family of ex-King Joseph 
Bonaparte at Bordentown, N. J., while her 
father, Prince Joachim Murat, wee born and 
to a great extent educated in this country. | 


Golouchowski’s Hatred of America. 


It cannot, however, be said that the Murats 
ever manifested any particular degree of 
gratitude towards the United States for the 
refuge and for the hospitality which they 
enjoyed here, On the contrary, they have 
always been spicuous by their undis- 
guised animosity towards everything Amer- 
ican, and when, some ten or twelve years 
ago, Prince Joachim Murat, the father of 
Countess Golouchowskl, was on the point of 
wedding Miss Gwendoline Caldwell of Wash- 
ington, the trousseau having been bought, 
the day for the ceremony fixed, his children, 
as well as his brothers and sisters, inter- 
fered and threatened to sever all relations 
with him if he became the husband of either 
Miss Caldwell or of any other American 
heiress. It is perfectly true that the actual 
jilting was done by Miss Caldwell herself, 
but she only dismissed the Prince when, in 
Obedience to the behests of his children, he 
put forward such preposterous demands of 
a financial character that he knew his flancée 
could neither coneede nor even consider 
them. No one was more active than Count 
Golouchowski in bringing about the rupture 
of his father-in-law’s engagement to Miss 
Caldwell, It was he who carried on all the 
negotiations with the Prince, and by way of 
inducing the somewhat impecunious and 
spendthrift Joachim Murat to yield in the 
matter, he undertook to settle upon him an 
annuity of $15,000, this being $5,000 mor 
than the allowance which Miss Caldwell, b 
the terms of the marriage contract, had as- 
signed to the Prince. The Count made it 
perfectly clear that he entertained no per- 
sonal objection to Miss Caldwell, and that 
he was only prejudiced against her on the 
score of her nationality. For, in settling the 
allowance above mentioned upon his father- 
in-law, he stipulated that its continuance 
should be conditional upon his steering clear 
of transatlantic belles, offering no objection 
to his marriage some years later to the 
English widow of the immensely wealthy 
Parisian banker, Hainguerlot. 

Count Golouchowskl is quite! rich, pos- 
sessing large estates in Galicia. Still, at the 
same time, $15,000 a year is a large sum, es- 
pecially, according to European ideas, for a 
man to pay in order to satisfy a prejudice on 
his own part and on that of his wife against 
a foreign nation, and I cannot help thinking 
that each time the Count was obliged 
to put his hand into his pocket to pay his 
father-in-law’s allowance his grudge against 

the United States must have been increased 


thereby. | 
Effect of Personal Prejudice. 

If 1 call attention to these matters it is be- 
cause the personal prejudices and sentiments 
of statesmen and rulers exercise a far greater 
weight in political affairs and in international 
relations than is generally believed. The pro- 
nounced sympathy of the late Queen Victoria 
and of her successor, King Edward, for 
everything American has influenced the re- 
lations between Great Britain and this coun- 
try for the last half-century to an extent 
which it is almost impossible to estimate. 
The personal ill-will of the late Count Moura- 
vieff towards Germans, for reasons of a 
purely private character, played no inconsid- 
erable part in antagonizing Germany and 
Russia while he was Foreign Minister of the 
Czar, and the degree to which the late Prince 
Bismarck permitted his individual animosi- 
ties and likings to ‘sway the domestic and 
foreign policy of the German Empire whil 
he was Chancellor is known to every studen 
of the history and of the events of the reign 
of the grandfather of the present Kaiser. 
That Count Golouchowski should maintain 
a deep-rooted prejudice against this coun- 
try, due mainly to circumstances of an es- 
sentially private character, is worthy’of be- 
ing placed on record, seeing that it has had 
the effect of causing him to take a leading 


part in the endeavor to revive the holy alli- 


ance of Europe against the United States, 
while, if I have drawn attention to the Peru- 
vian birth of Admiral Canevaro, itis be- 
cause the people of South America have all 
along been distinguished for their antipathy 
towards everything pertaining to the United 
States, and that the Admiral has merely re- 
tained the sentiments which prevail in the 
land of his birth with regard to Uncle Sam. 


Movement Doomed to Failure. | 


How bitter and pronounced are these anti- 
American feelings on the part of Count Go- 
louchowski and Admiral Canevaro can best 
be appreciated by the fact that they should 
have allowed themselves to be influenced 
thereby to publicly identify themselves with 
a movement which ts fll-timed, injudicious, 
and doomed to ignominious failure. It is ill- 
timed, for the reason that at the moment 
when endeavors are being made to induce 


advise Uncle Sam to increase the size of his 


zation of the interoceanic canal, a waterway 


in which all the maritime nations of the old. 


world are profoundly interested, it is im- 


politic to intimate to this country that ere 


jong it will be called upon to face, not merely 
an economic alliance, but likewise an armed 
coalition against it on the part of all Europe. 
It is injudicious, because a statesman de- 
stroys his own reputation for political saga- 
city and gravely impairs the prestige of fia 
country by committing the latter to a course 
that is assured of certain and infous 
failure. 

And that the attempt to organise an econ- 
mic and political coalition of all Burope 
“against this country is doomed to defeat is 
apparent to every thoughtful man whose 
vision and common sense are not obscured by 
unreasoning animosity. For it may be safely 
assumed as long as King Edward remains 
on the throne of Great Britain, the latter will 
never take part in any movement against 
this country, economic or otherwise, but will 
maintain the same attitude that it observed 
‘at the time of the war of 1888, when it frus-. 
trated, by its expression of sympathy and of 
friendship for the United States; Count Go- 
louchowski's attempt to bring about a Euro- 
pean interventlon in behalf of Spain. 

Even if it were proposed to restrict the now 
projected coalition to the countries of con- 
tinental Burope, there would be no und 
for apprehension in the United States. For 
one or another of the Creat powers might be 
relied upon to secretly come to terms with 
Uncle Sam behind the backs of its colleagues 
with the object of securing special advan-. 
tages of an economic as well as political 
character. The experience of the past has 
shown this, and one need only refer to the 
Russian agreement with China about Man- 
churia, and to the English acquisition of 
Cyprus in 1878, as instances in point. 


Dependent Upon America. 
Moreover, it is not the trade and indus- 
try of the United States but the ple of 
continental Europe who would be the prinei- 
pal sufferers by any continental embargo 
on American goods and produce. England 
benefited rather than suffered from an eco- 
nomic point of view by the continental em- 
bargo placed upoh British trade at the be- 
ginning of the last century by Emperor Na- 
poleon, while it was the suffering resulting 
therefrom throughout continental Eufope 
that brought about the universal rising 
against the great Corsican which resulted 
in his overthrow. Nowadays, near 100 years 
later, when the countries of the old world 
have become a hundred, nay a thousand, per 
cent more dependent upon American produce 
than continental Europe was de upon 
English goods at the time of the Napoleonic 
embargo, the sufferings of the masses re- 
sulting from an exclusion of all imports from 
the United States would be immeasurably 
greater, so intense, indeed, that it may be 
questioned whether the common people 
would not be driven by the increase in the 
price of food and of the necessaries of life 
to rebel against their respective govern- 
ments. A European embargo upon Ameri- 
ean trade, indeed, is well-nigh impractica- 
ble, since it would inevitably produce such a 
rise in the price of indispensable commodi- 
ties as to result in a popular revolution that 
no monarch or .administration would care 
to. face. That is why the American people 
can afford to remain indifferent to the threa 
and intrigues of Count Goluchowski and 
Admiral Canevaro, as well as to the warn- 
ings of the London Spectator when it de- 
clares that when the alliance against 
America of which A@miral Canevaro talks 
becomes an accomplished fact, it would be 
full grown and full armed.“ i 


Denies Austria Is Moribund. 


The measure of the statecraft of the prin- | 


cipal author of this anti-American agita- 
tion—namely: Count Golychowski—is most 
strikingly shown in the extraordinary com- 
munication that he has just seen fit to pub- 
lish in the official press of Vienna as em- 
anating from the government. It is nothing 
more nor less than an authoritative dental of 
the stories which have recently appeared in 
certain French and Russian newspapers, ac- 
cording to which the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire is in a state of decomposition.“ ) 

The idea of the government of a great 
power such as Austro-Hungary condescend- 
ing to enter the lists against irresponsible 
foreign newspapers for the purpose of deny- 
ing through the “official journal,“ and. 
through the ministerial press, that the dual 
empire is in a moribund condition is almost 
inconceivable, and indicates the most glar- 
ing absence of the proper sense of what is 
due to the dignity and grandeur of this, the 
most ancient empire of the old world. 

No one has given any undue attention to 
these silly tales which have been circulated

most undignified denial. It did not need his

thoughtful man that the German Empire 
has no wish to absorb the 10,000,000 Germans 
now subject to Austrian rule, and who are 
for the most part fervent Roman Catholics, 
since it would entail the unwelcome addi- 
tion of some 8,000,000 of Slavs and of Czechs, 
who would constitute a source of discord and 
of weakness. Moreover, the people of Tyrol, 
of Styria, and of the central Austrian prov-.

northern Germany but the language, are 
well aware that they would have little to 
gain but much to lose by transferring their 
allegiance to the Hohenzollerns, while the 
8,000,000 Poles in Galicia, who are happy 
and contented under the Austrian crown, 
would never consent without a sanguinary 
struggle to annexation to Russia. Moreover, 
there is a strong, powerful, and prosperous 


kingdom of Hungary to be considered, Which 


is not only profoundly interested in the 
maintenance of the Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire as now constituted, but determined to 
maintain it intact against all foes under the 
time-honored sway of the Hapsburg dynasty. 
All this is patent and well known, and we 
did not require to have it told to us by Count
